C h i c a g o , N o v. 3.— A dynamite 
bomb, the weapon of an assassin, 


blew np the home of Joseph Kor- 
deck, in Chicago heights, yester­ 
day, killing two members of the 
family outright and injuring sev­ 
eral others. 
The house was set on 
fire and burned, while that of a 
neighbor caught fire and was also 
destroyed. 
The dead: 
Joseph Kordeck, arms and legs 
blown off. 


Lucy 
Kordeck, 
aged 2 years, 
body blown to pieces. 
The injured: 
Mrs. Lucy Kordeck, flesh blown 
off right side, injured internally, 
may die. 


Seven children who escaped were 
injured, but not seriously. 
The 
explosion 
occurred 
while 
the family was asleep. 
The father 
and 
mother, with the daughter, 
Lucy, occupied a room in the front 
of the cottage. 
On the other side 
were rooms occupied by the rest of 


the family. The cottage stood two 
feet from the ground on wooden 


D o s ts . 


The bomb was placed under the 
room occupied by the parents, and 
the impact of the explosion tore a 
lole in the floor, blew the bed to 
pieces, dismembered Kordeck and 
shattered into fragments the body 
of Lucy, who was sleeping with 
ler parents. 
Pieces of flesh the size of a man’s 
land were the largest remnants of 
the 
child’s 
body 
that could 
be 
ound. 
The force of the explosion was 
directly upward, and tore a piece of 
leshfrom Mrs. Kordeck’s side and 
)lew her through a window. 
The 
noise aroused the rest of the family 
and they had hardly time to escape 
>om the 
flames which soon de­ 
stroyed 
the 
cottage. 
Kordeck’s 
>ody, torn to shreds, was found in 
the debris after the flre.

shadows of the ov erhang ing cliffs 
lies the secret of Hearn’s my ster­ 
iou s disap p earance. 
The family liv ed in Alabama,bu t 
left the sou th becau se of the sy m­ 
p athy of its members for the u nion 
cau se. At Indianap olis, du ring the 
jou rney across the continent, the 
mother was strick en with illness 
and died. 
With his family of ten 
little ones the father p ressed on 
u ntil 
the 
Ozark cou ntry 
was 
reached. 
“ We reached Missou ri in 18 67 , 
bu t a short time after the close of 
the war,’’ said Mrs. Patterson. 
“ There were many of u s to feed 
and clothe and the family stores 
dwindled rap idly u ntil little was 
left. 
The only op p ortu nity for 
emp loy ment which was op en to 
father was in the still in the mou n­ 
tains. 
In those day s the line be­ 
tween the law and the law-break er 
was loosely drawn, and father went 
10 work with the moonshiners. 
. “ One day they receiv ed wore 
that the rev enu e officers were look ­ 
ing for them. 
They brok e u p the 
still and p rep ared to dep art to other 
localities. 
Father was g oing to 
tak e u s into Kansas, and one morn­ 
ing was selected as the time for 
ou r dep artu re. 
The ev ening bt:- 
fore father went to the cav e to g et 
something he had left behind, 
well remember how he k issed u s 
each g oodby e, and I can see him 
now as he climbed u p the crag g y 
hillsidas u ntil 
his 
disap p earing 
fig u re was concealed in the trees. 
“ Mo rning came, but he did no t 
return. 
We waited and waited, 
but still he did no t appear, and no 
wo rd came fro m him. 
Two day s 
passed, day s o f awful anx iety they 
were, and then two revenue o fficers 
called at the ho use. 
They asked 
us all so rts o f questio ns, which we, 
in o ur childish inno cence, answered 
as best we co uld. 
Then they de­ 
parted, but where they went and 
whether they ever fo und father it 
is no t fo r us to kno w. 
“ I wo uld g ladly g ive all I po s­ 
sess and ho pe to r to see father 
ag ain—to receive so me tiding s fro m 
him. Many anx io us ho urs o f watch­ 
ing and repeated inquiries have 
failed to pro duce a sing le trace o f 
his whereabo uts.”

HOTELS FOR CA3 TAWA / 


Shipwrecked Mariners May Find 
Ref­ 
uge Ev en in W aste Places. 
In the Indian o cean, nearly mid­ 
way between the Cape o f (io o d ilo })e 
and Tasmania, is Am.steidam i>laiid, 
an uninhabited and well-nigh inac­ 
cessible ro ek, sterile, wild and wind­ 
swept, say s the Cincinnati Co mmer- 
cial-Tribune. 
Y et a ship’s crew that has the mis- i 
fo rtune to be cast away upo n it need 
no t perish; fo r here is situated o ne 
o f the many depo ts fo r shipwrecked 
mariners, which o ur o wn and o ther 
go v ernments hav e do tted abo ut o n 
the lo ne places o f the earth. 
This particular depot— or hotel— 
has been established in a large cav ­ 
ern on the side of a hill about 
800 
yards from the northeast extremity 
of the island, 
and 
contains 1,350 
pounds 
of 
preserv ed beef, 
1,125 
pounds of biscuits, ten woolen ^llirts, 
ten pairs of cotton drawers, ten blan­ 
kets and one soldered red 1)0X in^ide 
which are four packets of matches. 
There are also cots for sleej)ing on, 
a cooking pot and a quantity of dry 
wood, while hard by cabbages 
and 
celery grow wild and fish and lobster- 
abound near the only laruling place. 
The o fficers o f the French man o f 
war Eure, who established this sto re, 
also planted tw^o ilagstaffs, and mid­ 
way between them a cro ss, with a 
v iew to assisting po ssible castaway s 
to lo cate it. 
Hav ing landed, 
the 
shipwrecked mariners are instructed 
to climb to o ne o r the o ther o f these 
flagstails, fro m either o f which the 
cro ss can he plainly discerned. One 
o f the arms po ints directly to two 
ruined sto ne huts, a little way lie- 
y o nd which is the civ ern, the en­ 
trance to which faces seaward. 
Six ty miles no rth o f Amsterdam 
island is St. Paul’s, ano ther lo nely 
islet o f v o lcanic o rigin, and here also 
a similar wo rk o f mercy has recently 
been carried o ut hy the same ship. 
The depo t in this case, ho wev er, is in 
a hut o f ro ugh sto nes with thatched 
ro o f, which has been specially erect­ 
ed o n the no rthern side o f a crater o f 
the ex tinct v o lcano who se lav a-in- 
crnsted sides o ccupy practically the 
entire land surface 
o f the island. 
The pro v isio ns and clo thes are sim­ 
ilar in kind and quantity to tho se 
abo v e; but, as an ex tra precautio n, 
they hav e been packed within 
1 3 
iro n-ho o ped barrels co ated with tar 
and sand, and secured under a tar­ 
paulin. 
On the do o r o f the hut is an 
inscriptio n in 
French: 
‘^Victuals 
and clo thing fo r shipwrecked sail­ 
o rs.» 


France is no t alo ne in this peculiar­ 
ly 
praisewo rthy wo rk o f mercy . 
Great Britain is co nstantly establish­ 
ing similar depo ts o n lo nely , unin­ 
habited 
islands, 
the majo rity o f 
which hav e at so me perio d o r 
an­ 
o ther do ne go o d serv ice in sav ing life, 
but so me o f which remain undis­ 
turbed y ear after y ear. 


H A S A GOLDEN DOME. 


A No table Feature o f tbe New Co ngrea- 
sio ual Library Building. 
One of the most beautiful features 
of the new congressional library 
building in Washington is its golden 
dome, which may be eeen shining 
and glittering in the sunlight from 
a distancd%f ^0 miles on a clear day. 
More gold, says Book^fe,. was used 
■■ t 
■ . ^ 


on it than on any utber gibiiMl dome 
in the world, 10,000 s(iuare ieet of 
surface rei|uiriiig to 
be 
cov ered. 
Tliere are not many goldi’ii domes 
in existence. 
Those of the Hot(d 
des Inv alides, at Paris; the Connecti­ 
cut statehouse, at Hartford, and the 
Massachusetts stntebouse at Boston, 
arc the best known, but noneof tlunn 
ai)[)roa(*hcs in size the gleaming dome 
of the library of congress. 
Gold is worth at the mint.s about 
$20 an ounce. Purchased by the gov ­ 
ern iiiciit in the form of gold leaf, it 
came to $27 an ounce. In this sha{>e 
it had to he spread ov er the dome bit 
hy hit, the workmen toiling at the 
dangerous altitude under }>rotection 
of canv as to keep the 
wind 
from 
blowing the precious stuff away. One 
ounce of gold makes 2,00t) sheets of 
leaf, each sheet being four inches 
s(]uare, and will cov er 30 sipiare feet 
with an enduring film. 
The golden 
film is useful as well as l)eauiifiil. De­ 
spite its extreme thinness, 
it will 
defy the weather for years and years. 
It preserv es the material bencalh it 
from decay. In a climate like that of 
\Va>liinglon the gilding of a dome 
will last as lomr as tlu^ buildiim itself.

Corn-husking bees are the latest 
fad to strike in the vicinity of Mat- 
toon, 111. 
Last w eek while the 
women of the Lovmgton M. E. 
church 
were 
conducting 
their 
harvest home fair they soiiciled 
Jasper Dyer, a well-to-do farmer, 
for a donation. 
Mr. 
Dyer told 
them they could have a load of 
corn from his field, the only condi­ 
tion attached to the gift being that 
they must husk it themselves. The 
offer was promptly accepted and 
arrangements were made to go 
Monday afternoon. 
Monday was a day of beautiful 
weather, and the women gathered 
together and were soon off to the 
field of corn. 
A ll together there 
were thirty-seven women who as­ 
sisted in husking the load of corn. 
Tw o of them, Mrs. Jerry Hudson 
and Mrs. George E. Foster, drove 
the farm wagon, while the others 
rode in carriages to the Dyer farm. 
A large crowd of spectators also 
drove out to witness the women at 
their new task. 
A ll shucked corn, and shucked 
it clean, showing much dexterity 
and ease in snapping off the ears, 
and it required only a little more 
than an hour to fill the wagon to 
overflowing. 
Then they started 
back to 
Mattoon 
and paraded 
through the principal streets. After 
the novel parade, which attracted 
more attention than a circus, the 
load of corn was taken to one cor­ 
ner of the court house square, 
where Mrs. Foster auctioned it off 
to the highest bidder. 
The load 
brought 45 cents a bushel, or ii 
cents more than the market price, 
and the ladies received $16. 43, 
there being thirty-six bushels and 
forty pounds in the wagon. 
After this the corn-husking fever 
teemed to spread rapidly, and now 
threatens to develop into an epi­ 
demic. 
Hardly had the sun gone 
down Monday when the women of 
the Christian chuich completed ar­ 
rangements for a raid on Tuesday. 
Moses Dixon had made a proposi­ 
tion to them that they could have 
four rows of corn across his field if 
they would gather it. 
It was to 
Mr. Dixen’s farm they journeyed, 
and in just thirty-two minutes from 
the time they struck down the row 
they had every nubbin on the four 
rows in the wagon. 
The load con­ 
tained thirty-one bushels and fifty 
pounds, and brought 50 cents to 
the bushel, or I15. 85 all told. 
Thursday afternoon the women 
fram both the Christian and Meth­ 
odist churches, with two teams, 
were invited out to the farm of 
Mr. Stocks, who had made them a 
similar offer of corn. A t this place 
they gathered enough corn to al­ 
most double the suin they had 
already added to the church treas- 


« y . 
They have had several other sim­ 
ilar offers, and if the weather stays 
pleasant it is expected corn husk- 
iag church benefits will become the 
rage. 
The novelty has 
already 
worn off and the women are going 
after tha corn as a matter of busi­ 
ness, and it appears to be a good 
business. 
The plan is not copy­ 
righted and the aid societies of 
other churches may profit from the 
same source.
